Barge Strike 
Solid Despite 
Split Tactics 


Only 10 of 100 Strikers 
Follow Bosses’ Tool 
in Scab Move 


ST. LOUIS, Mo., Aug. 16.—With 
the strike on the Mississippi Valley 
rge Line now in its seventh day, 
the employers are attempting to 
split the ranks of the men by de- 
stroying their confidence in the 
Strike leadership. 

The bosses found a pliable tool 
for this end in a man named Stokes, 
who managed to have himself 
elected to the strike committee, 
using his position to gain the con- 
fidence of some of the weaker 
strikers. On Monday Stokes at- 
tempted to léad a mass walk-back 
to the job. Of the 100 on strike, 
he succeeded in persuading only ten 
men to go with him. 

When he was confronted on the 
hill stretching to the riverfront by 
a committee of strikers, Stokes 
brandished a pistol. Police close by 
made no attempt to disarm him, 
but instead helped him and his 
cronies to the dock. 

Despite this, and the increase of 
police forces, the men are even 
more determined than ever to stay 
out for their demands, the most 
important of which are: Fifty cents 
an hour instead of 35, proper start- 
ing time and an eight-hour day 
when called out, time and a half 
for overtime, workers’ control of 
hiring and recognition of the dock 
committee. 

Many truck drivers and teamsters 
have pledged not to handle freight 
from this scab company. While the 
bosses threaten to fillthe jobs with 
white workers, they are finding it 
very difficult to get men. 

The strikers are very much en- 
couraged by the support that is be- 
ing rendered by the members of the 
T. U. U. L., the Unemployment 
Council, who have given their head- 
quarters for the use of the strikers, 
and the Communist Party, on the 
picket line and otherwise. A thou- 
sand leaflets were spread today by 
the strikers and the T. U. U. L., 
calling for mass support and ex- 
posing all the issues of the strike. 
The two terminals of the Federal 
Barge Line in St. Louis, both or- 
ganized in the Marine Workers’ In- 
dustrial Union, have pledged sup- 
port, and in their spare time the 
men on these docks help picketing, 
which is carried on day and night.

Attack Stretch-Out 

J. Dooley of Roanoke Rapids, 
S. C., spoke in condemnation of the 
stretch-out (speedup). J. A. Frier, 
of Columbia, S. C., showed how in 
a few year’s time the stretch-out 
has increased the number of picks 
per minute from 160 to 176. “We 
are determined to have a reduction 
in the machine load,” he declared. 
OC. W. McAbee of Inman, S. C., told 
of the domination of the company 
store. Workers are forced to sell 
company store coupons at a 25 per 
cent discount in order to obtain a 
little cash, he said. 


“We have met with the North on’ 


common ground and in a common 
cause,” said R. G. Strickland, of 
Selma, N. C. He showed how now 
six workers do work formerly done 
by 28; and there are now four 
loomfixers doing work which a few 
years ago was done by ten loom- 
fixers. Picks per minute have been 
speeded up from 136 to 144. Wages 
of weavers were $27.95 and now are 
$21 for 40 hours. All workers, out- 
side of weavers and loomfixers, get 
only 30 cents an hour. “We hope 
the convention will go on record 
against the differential, which 
makes us work under lower wages 
than the North,” he declared. “We 
don’t want your wages dropped 
down to our level, but we do want 
you to help us bring our level up 
to yours.” ;

Nazi Officials Adinit 
Job Crisis in Cities 


BERLIN, Aug. 16.—One of the 
“achievements” of the Hitler goy- 
ernment in the sphere of communal 
politics has been the introduction 
of what is known as a “state of 
emergency” in the municipalities.

Union and Postal Telegraph, al- 
though fighting over the division of 
the spoils in the industry, took a 
united stand in ignoring the de- 
mands of the messengers for a $15 
minimum, 40-hour week. At the 
third hearing, the fighting messen- 
gers forced the N.R.A. to give them 
a 810 minimum, 40-hour week. As 
the companies continued to wrangle 
and could not agree on a code, the 
N.R.A. made a threat to “impose” 
a code on the companies. The com- 
pany threatened to challenge in 
court, the right of the N.R.A. to 
impose @ code. Like a cowardly 
dog, the N.R.A. backed down and 
subsequently forgot all about the 
code. The messengers have learned 
‘of the emptiness of the promises 
of the N.R.A. and nothing much is 
expected of it, although the T. M. U. 
is still pressing the fight for a de- 
cent code. 

Meanwhile, the W. U. has not 
been idle. It has resorted to in- 
timidation, victimization, gangster- 
ism and slander to break up the 
T.M.U. There have been wholesale 
firings of militant messengers and 
threats to union members. Its lat- 
est campaign is to discredit the 
union by spreading rumors that the 
leaders have sold out” to the com- 
pany. However, this has had no 
effect on the messengers because 
they are appreciative of the ster- 
ling qualities of Dave Newman and 
others of the leaders. 

Complaints by the T.M.U. to the 
Regional Labor Board about these 
tactics used by the W. U. have re- 
sulted in long drawn-out hearings 
with the company, the N.R.A. open- 
ly siding against the messengers, 
Nevertheless, the union is waging 
a gallant fight to force reinstate- 
ment of its fired members, by pick- 
eting W. U. offices and winning the 
support of other trade unions and 
the public.

Favoritism Rampant — 
In Postal Custodian 
Service in Ft. Worth

FORT WORTH, Texas.—Increas- 
ingly unbearable are the conditions 
imposed upon the honest worker in 
the postoffice custodian service. in 
Fort Worth. Nowhere is the prac- 
tice of favoritism more rampant. 


Chief Engineer and blackguard 
William H. Borders and Supervisor 
Clarence V. Westapher, with their 
boss-appointed staff of stoolpigeons 
workers in 
place” with Nazi-like brutality. 
Since they are not allowed, under 
the rules of the service; to fire an 
employe without sufficient reasons, 
they proceed to make his work-hours 
so miserable that he resigns. 


Our work-hours are so uncertain 
that no one except the bootlicker 
knows one day what his hours will 
be the next. We are often required 
to work a split shift, swinging from 
9 a. m. to 5 p. m—despite the fact 
that a swing of more than two hours 
in one day is prohibited by the 
rules of the service. 


At one time, for weeks on end, 
including Saturdays and Sundays, 
we were forced to work from 10 to 
12 hours a day, on split shift and 
with no compensation for overtime. 
We are sometimes worked as late 
as 9:30 at night, and ordered to re- 


port again at 3:30 in the morning. 


The bosses have regular hours, of 
course, as do most of the boot- 
(Red Orman, Fat Meade, 
“Rat” Cook). 

A few of us, with much opposi- 
tion, have worked to form a local 
organization — but Asst. Supervisor 
Schilling, Westapher’s echo, has got 
himself elected chairman. Westa- 
pher himself, who is hostile to all 
labor organizations, has been asked 
to join the union; and, needless to 
say, the more class-conscious work- 
ers are disgusted.

This 
explosion brought to light a num- 
ber of small leaflets, which fluttered 
about the hall, and were found to 
read as follows: “Today as in 1914 
there are. incendiaries at work. 
Comrades, nothing but a Soviet 
Germany can bring us freedom, 
peace, bread.” Above the letter- 
press the leaflets bore the red ham- 
mer and sickle.
